London, May 30.—A letter signed 
by Earl Loreburn, Baron Buckmas- 
ter, Baron Southwark, Earl Beau- 
champ, Baron Parmoor and a number 
of other publicists has been sent 
to Premier Lloyd-George and Presi- 
dent Wilson urging that German 
appeals for modification of the peace 
terms s! uld be considered im- 
partially and sympathetically with 
a desire to meet them whenever pos- 
sible. 

“We believe,” the letter says, “that 
a peace willingly signed by the Ger- 
man government as representative 
of the German people is one of in- 
finitely greater value than one 
forced on the:n by threats of famine, 
and a far better foundation for the 
new world order to which we look 
forward. 

Premier Lloyd-George, in his 
speech to the Welsh division at 
Amiens last Sunday, declared, ac- 
cording to The South Wales Daily 
News: 

“We say to the Germans: ‘Gentle- 
men, you must sign. [If you don’t 
do so at Versailles, you shall do so 
in Berlin.

Germans Already Answered. 

Paris, May 30.—The Paris news- 
papers generally agree that the al- 
lied and associated powers have 
answe1.J, in advance, the preten- 
sions put forth fm the German 
counter proposals, and will not 
consider the proposals. The news- 
papers gay the counter proposals 
are an attempt to escape the 
moral and material consequences 
of the war and give the impression 
that Germany is trying to open 
oral negotiations. 

The socialict L’Humanite  de- 
clares Germany cannot reject re- 
sponsibility for the acts of the im- 
perial regime Itsays the Germans 
dismissed the former government 
in order to gain absolution. It 
adds that Germany, in 1871, did not 
stop the advance of its army be- 
cause the French had _ revolted 
against the imperial government.

Pools This Year 


Atlanta Bathing Season 


Will Get Official Start, 
This Morning and Great | 


Crowds Are Expected. 


“Annette Kellermans” will be 
entirely out of luck at the city bath- 
ing pools this season, according to 
the set of rules issued yesterday by 
the board of park commissioners. 

All persons patronizing the pools 
will be required to wear two-piece 
bathing suits, and white silk crea- 
tions will also be strictly taboo. 
According to the ruling of the park 
commissioners, the park authorities 
will at all times be judges as to 
the propriety of bathing suits. 

The city pools open Saturday 
morning at 5:30 o’cloek, and large 
crowds of bathers are expected to 
attend the opening. Ten cents ad- 
mission will be charged persons 
over 14 years of age, and in ad- 
ditional all bathers will have to ac- 
quaint themselves with quite a 
formidable set of rules. 

Bathing Rules, 

The list of rulings follows: 


All persons, age fourteen (14) and over, 
are required to purchase tickets before en- 
tering the lockers and pools. 

Tickets to be purchased at refreshment 
stand and surrendered to locker keepers. 

Rates: Ages 14 and over, 10 cents, 

Under 14 years enter free. 

The bath houses will be open on week days 
from 5:30 a. m. until 10:30 a. m. and from 
2:30 p. m. until sundown. 

The bath houses will be open on Sundays 
ey 5:30 a. m. until 8 a. m. and from 

30 p. m. until sundown. 

~ "Swimming will not be allowed in the lake 
at night. 

Bathers will be required to use two-piece 
bathing suits. White suits made of silk 
will not be permitted. The park authori- 
ties shall at all times be the judge as to 
whether a bathing suit is proper and de- 
cent. 

No one will be allowed to enter the bath- 
ing pool except through the regular en- 
trance provided for that purpose. 

Must Use Shower Baths, 

Bathers will be required to use the show- 
er baths before entering the pool. 

Bathers will not be allowed to lounge 
around the pool, on the banks or in the park 
while wearing their bathing suits. 

Persons in bathing suits will not be al- 
lowed on the platform or in the refresh- 
ment stand, the intent of this rule being 
to require bathers to go directly from the 
pool to thelr bath rooms and from their 
bath rooms to the ‘ 

Bathers will not be allowed to dive from 
the’ bridge or to bathe in the south end of 
the lake at Piedmont park. 

Boats, canoes or craft of any kind what- 
ever, other than those of the concessionaire, 
will not be allowed on the lake under any 
circumstances. 

Rowing will not be allowed on the lake 


‘at nicht at Piedmont park. 


Persons showing the slightest evidence of 
being under the influence of intoxicants 
will not be permitted in the parks. 

Patrons of: the swimming pools are fre- 
quested to use the steps. The swimming 
pools have been beautified at considerable 
expense and “those who run up and down 
the banks are dstroying the sod which 
has been placed there by the park depart- 
ment. 

Please remember also when in any park 
that the flowers and shrubs, including the 
dogwood and honeysuckle, are there to beau- 
tify the park. Help us to keep the parks 
attractive by refraining from destroying 
these flowers or breaking the shrubs, and 
use your influénce to prevent others from 
doing 80.

Francisco Villa, secretary of war, 
little attention was paid to informa- 
tion given by this country. 

Specific warnings of threatened 
menace to his power were given 
President Carranza by the United 
States last October 15, and again 
last November 27, it was learned 
authoritatively today. 
Carranza was reminded on 
and other occasions particularly of 
his duty to protect Americans and 
+American property in Mexico.

Describes How NC-1 | REPUBLICANS 


Reached the Azores 


Tells How Flight From 

Trepassey Bay Contrib- 
uted to Future of Air 
Travel by Experiences. 


_ Lieutenant Commander Bel- 
linger, whose experiences were 
not unlike those * Commander 

- Towers told yesterday, has 
written for The Constitution 
an account of the flight of the 
NC-1 from Trepassey bay to the 
Azores. The story was cabled 
on Thursday from Lisbon. 


By Lieutenant Commander Patrick 
N. L. Bellinger, Command- 
: ing NC-1. 
Lisbon, May 28.—We were at the 
Azores. We had passed Corvo, the 


first island. We were so far from 
the coast of America, and the fog 
banks of Newfoundland that we 
considered all danger practically 
over. We already felt that we were 
on the European side and that it 
was a mere question of careful 
Piloting to bring the NC-1 safely 
across the Atlantic. In fact, all the 
Planes had passed by far the great- 
est dangers of the transatlantic 
flight. 


On the NC-1 we were about to 
Shake hands with “The worse is 
Over” when we hit the fog bank, 
which forced us to make a landing 
on a rough sea from which we were 
unable to rise. 

I have no doubt that we, as well 
as both the other planes, would have 


been able to make Lisbon without 
difficulty if it had not been for the 
unexpected and unusual stormy con- 
ditions at the Azores—where we ex- 
pected to have the easiest sailing. 


NC-1 Equal to Task. 


We have now come to Lisbon on 
a destroyer because the NC-l went 
down in a rough sea, but from the 
viewpoint of flying the NC-1 show- 
ed herself a craft equal to the trans- 
atlantic flight. 

Conditions of the air never both- 
ered her. She ran through all kinds 
of weather and still we were able 
to maneuver her without trouble, It 
was only because we could not make 
observations as to latitude and 
longitude in the air and had to de- 
scend to the sea to get our bearings 
that the NCJ was lost. 

Considering air conditions alone, 
nothing that happened or was likely 
to happen could force us down to 
the sea. Our trouble was simply 
trying to find out where we were. 
This seems to me the most import- 
ant consideration of our unfinished 
flight. The flight from Newfound- 
land to the Azores contributes much 
at least to the history of flying. 

After describing the _ start 
from Trepassey, in which the 

NC-1 was the last of the three 

planes to get away, and telling 

of the uneventful cruise until 
the NC-1 plunged into the fog, 

Lieutenant Commander Bellinger 

continues: 

Plunges Into Fog. 
The fog gave us the feeling that 


we knew neither whether we were! 


near or far from anything. 


We had to come down to the sea 
to get our bearings. Dropping 


down from above the fog, we pass- 
ed long anxious moments, not know- 
ing just where the water was until 
we were fairly close. When we did 
see it we were in time to arrest 
our descent and pull up about 
seventy-five feet above the water, 
where we could remain. 

We could see about half a mile, 
but we did not know whether we 
were north or south of the course, 
as the wind had shifted. We were 
sure we were in the vicinity of the 


'as to head off the sea, but it was 


slow, clumsy and dangerous work, 
and the danger increased each few 
degrees we made. After about an 
hour we saw the steamer turn, but 
we were unable to see whether she 
was turning toward us or away 
from us. Just then, too, a fog shut 


down. leaving us in uncertainty and |

We taxied into the lee 
of the steamer and, after about an 
hour, we were taken aboard. Mak- 
ing the transfer off the plane was 
ticklish business, with the plane 
and the boat one instant together 
and the next instant 20 feet apart. 

The ship proved to be the Greek 
steamer Ionia, bound from New 
York to Gibraltar. She may have 
no wireless, but she made up 
hospitality what she lacked in that 
respect, and her captain, B.

‘NAVY TO CAMPAIGN | 
TO SECURE RECRUITS 


Washington, May 30.—To prevent 
the navy from being left in a crip- 
pled condition when the peace trea- 
ty is signed automatically releasing 
158,000 men from service, the navy 
department is planning to wage an 
intensive recruiting campaign as 


soon as congress determines how 
large a navy will be authorized. 

Captain Leigh, chief of the bureau 
of navigation, today explained to 
the house naval committee thrt 
100,000 men in the regular navy and 
all except 25,000 of the naval re- 
serves would be released from the 
service when peace is declared and 
that only 126,000 would be left. He 
declared that this number would be 
entirely insufficient “and would 
leave the navy in a dangerously 
crippled condition.” Secretary Dan- 
iels has recommended, he _ pointed 
out, that 250,000 men be recruited. 

Congress may be asked, Captain 
Leigh said, to provide for a two- 
year term of enlistment to stimulate 
recruiting and also to pass legisla- 
tion permitting the retention of a 
larger percentage of the naval re- 
serve than the 10 per cent now al- 
lowed. 

Commanders of the naval training 
stations and ship yards appeared 
before the committee at the hear- 
ings on the appropriation bill today 
and outlined their needs for the 
next fiscal year,

“The dying spasm of republican 
liberalism have ceased and the re- 
actionaries are in full control of 
the senate and house,” Chairman 
Cummings declared. 

Replying to criticism of the 
league of nations, the chairman de- 
clared that the high contracting 
parties have not surrendered their 
sovereignty with the exception of 
the right to make war upon other 


| governments without notice. 


Republicans Tend to Sedition. 

Republican leaders, in their ef- 
forts to regain mastery of the gov- 
ern the chairman asserted, 
“have made tacit concessions to cer- 


tain elements which, to say the 
least, show tendencies toward open 
sedition. 

“Ever since the war began in 
1914, our ears have been vexed 
by the wild cries of the opposition 
proclaiming a superior brand of pa- 
triotism,” he said, “and now, at the 
very first sign of partial authority, 
republican leaders in the senate 
have placed themselves in opposi- 
tion to a league of nations, and the 
leaders in the house have selected 
for floor leader Congressman Mon- 
dell, of Wyoming, who voted 
against the tabling of the McLe- 
more resolution and opposed the se- 
lective draft.”

SOCIAL DISEASE 
FIGHT CONTINUED 


Prominent Atlantans Are 
Planning to Take Up 
Work Which Will Soon 
be Abandoned by Gov- 
ernment. 


A meeting of prominent citizens 
was held Friday at noon at the 
chamber of commerce to devise 
means by which the campaign 
against social diseases that has been 
carried on by the United States 
public health service and the inter- 
departmental social hygiene in At- 
lanta may be continued after the 
withdrawal of these forces from ac- 
tive work in the city on June 30. 

Present at the above meeting, 
among others, were Charles H. 
Candler, chairman; Mayor Key, Dr. 
J. P. Kennedy. city physician; Dr. 
Claude A. Smith, city bacteriologist; 
Chief of Pol e« J. L. Beavers, Dr. T. 
F. Abercrombie, of the state board 
of health: E. H. Cone, president of 
the Rotary club; Dr. C. C. Apple- 
white, United States public health 
service; Miss Maude Niesham, Wil- 
liam F. Mannus, special agents of 
war department, and R. L. Foreman, 
all of whom were made members of 
a committee to take up the matter 
of providing funds and means by 
which the campaign against social 
diseases in Atlanta may be con- 
tinued. 

Special committees have been ap-

Demands Heroic Treatment. 
Talks were made by all those 
present at the meeting and it de- 


veloped that the situation in At- 
lanta with reference to social dis- 
eases is alarming. “It is a condi- 
tion that demands the most heroic 
treatment,” said a government offi- 
cer, “and the people of Atlanta 
should demand that the work that 
has been done by the government 
here should not be dropped when 
the federal workers are withdrawn. 

“Since the beginning of the war,” 
declared the officer, “there have 
been more than three thou- 
sand cases of social diseases treat- 
ed in the various clinics and pris- 
ons in Atlanta.” This refers to the 
free treatments given by the fed- 
eral doctors and does not take into 
consideration many cases that were 
looked after by private physicians. 

There were in the city stockade 
last Monday, according to the same 
source of information, 75 female 
prisoners being treated for social 
diseases; 64 new cases were report- 
ed during the seven days of last 
week, and 786 treatments were ad- 
ministered for the same period, mak- 
ing an average of more than 100 a 
day. 

City Lacks Funds. 

The withdrawal of the govern- 
ment offices that have been giving 
free treatments in the city for many 


months will cause the treatment of 
these cases to fall upon the city 
health department, but a lack of 
funds in the municipal health de- 
partment will not allow the work 
to be continued unless something 
is done to augment the amount ap- 
portioned to the department by city 
council. Because of lack of funds, 
it is said, the woman’s ward—the 
free clinic for the treatment of so- 
cial diseases at Grady hospital—has 
been discontinued and as no other 
free hospital in the city will accept 
such cases, it means that unfortu- 
nates afflicted with venereal dis- 
eases can find no place in the city 
where they can secure treatment 
should they be bedridden. 

The clinics established by the 
government at Emory university, 
and in the city prisons are still open, 
but the withdrawal of the govern- 
ment health and hygiene depart- 
ments these free clinics will also 
cease. 

That the question giving grave 
concern is demonstrated by the 
quick and earnest response made by 
various civic organizations to the 
appeal of the government to the city 
and the citizens of Atlanta to take 
up the work that the federal health 
departments will drop on June 30. 

Committee at Work. 

A cammittee from the chamber 
of commerce, headed by Charles H. 
Candler, has been working faith- 
fully to arouse sentiment among 
the citizens of Atlanta for the con- 
tinuance of the work that has been 
done by the government to sup- 
press veneral disease.

Dr. Abercrombie Present. 


Dr. Abercrombie, of the state 
board of health, was present at the 
meeting of the committee Friday at 
noon, and he expressed himself as 
greatly in sympathy with the move- 
ment that has been inaugurated to 
take care of the venereal disease 
situation after the closing of the 
government offices. ; 

“The battle in Atlanta against 
social disease,” declared Miss Maude 
Needham, special agent of the field 
service of the interdepartmental so- 
cial hygiene work, “is one that. the 
people must take up in deadly ear- 
nest. Education is as important as 
the work of eradication, and it is 
only a question of time,” she de- 
clared, “until social hygiene will be 
taught in our schools. 

Statistics gathered by the govern- 
ment show that Georgia was second 
to Florida, which sent the highest 
number per thousand of men afflict- 
ed with venereal diseases to the army 
with the last draft. Florida’s fig- 
ures show that 356 men out of each 
thousand were affected, while from 
Georgia the next highest state, the 
number was 3830 per 1,000.

ONTRACTS GIVEN 


City’s Share Will be $60,- 
000— Street Committee 
Passes on Bids and 
Council Will Act Next 
Monday. 


Bids on five important street pav- 
ing projects were opened and read 
at a special meeting of city coun- 
cil Friday afternoon and were re- 
ferred to the street committee which 
held its regular meeting following 
the session of coancil and accepted 
a bid on each of the projects. Reso- 
lutions of acceptance will go to 
council at its meeting next Mon- 
day afternoon. 

Contracts for the paving of these 
streets had been awarded at a pre- 
vious meeting of couneil, but the 
action Friday afternoon was made 
necessary following a recent deci- 
sion of the state supreme court 
which makes it illegal where the 
county assumes the city’s portion 
of the paving cost to proceed with 
the letting of contracts before the 
actual amount of financial assist- 
ance from the county commissioners 
has been turned over to the city. 
Therefore bids were reopened. 

Same Contractors Named, 

The same contractors whose bids 
were accepted before were named 
by the street committee Friday. In 


ithe aggregate the projects will to- 


tal approximately $300,000, of which 
the city’s portion will be more than 
$60,000, already in the hands of the

Pursuing the argument he show- 
ed that the informal government 
covers the domain of morale and 
overlaps the jurisdiction of con- 
science and thus powerfully affects 
conduct; that the formal govern- 
ment is born of this informal gov- 
ernment and leans upon it for sup- 
port; that politics and public mat- 
ters generally are legislated upon 
informally; that every appeal to 
publicity is an acknowledgement of 
the government of what people say 
and think; that business and pro- 
fessional “ethics” are in reality 
workings in these realms of the so- 
cial government; that the ideals of 
honor, of virtue, of the lady and 
the gentleman, of good manners in 
speech and conduct, are all in the 
keeping of the informal government 
of which he was speaking: that in 
functions and fashions are to be 
found the most lavish mass of in- 
formal laws. 

“Everybody's doing it now” was 
the translation into common par- 
lance which Judge Sibley present- 
ed for this informal social govern- 
ment which so rules the world. 
“What society says is right to be 
done, is apt to be done, all else to 
the contrary notwithstanding,” 
declared. The failure of effect of 
laws he showed was due to the over- 
rulings of this social 
alluding to the anti-tipping law 
a current example, 
power of this government in 
condition of society in which 
fear the disgrace of the chaingang 
more than the hard labor, women 
break laws of nature and country to 
avoid exposure to the punishment of 
society for a sin; and a man “who 
steals a million is a hero rather 
than a thief.” ‘The social and in- 
formal governments, he said, had 
interpreted many of the laws on 
the books—giving as an example the 
law against public indecency 
unbecoming language. In politics he 
pointed to the force of social gov- 
ernment in the fact that for many 
years most men of the south were 
democrats, not so much from con- 
viction on party platforms, as from 
the public opinion which constrain- 
ed them; he pointed. too, to the im- 
mense propaganda of the nations, 
the white and the red and the blue 
books issued by one nation after 
another, appealing to popular opin- 
ion, the informal government; and 
in closing the speaker became de- 
lightfully breezy in his light sar- 
casm of the tyranny of fashion in 
dress—the dress of both men and 
women.

footing immediately upon the sign- 
ing of peace and particularly that 
she be permitted to share in ths 
complete equality and reciprocity of 
all nations in the economic domain. 
This declaration is contained in 
the second section of the German 
memorandum embodying the coun- 
ter proposals to the peace terms. 
At the same time, it is declared, the 
German delegation holds to its idea 
of the superiority of its own draft 
of proposals for a league of nations. 
While the German government, 
in agreeing to accept the stipula- 
tions referred to, is thus ready to 
disarm before the other powers, the 
memorandum adds, the government 
must on the other hand demand a 
transitional period during which it 
may keep the troops necessary for 
the maintenance of internal order. 
Expected 14-Point Peace. 


“The covering note,” presented to 
the peace conference by the German 
delegation, says: ni 

“We came to Versailles expecting 
to receive a peace proposal framed 
according to the agreed basis. We 
had a firm resolve to do everything 
in our power to fulfill the heavy 
obligations assumed by us. We were 
shocked when we read in that docu- 
ment the demands which the vic- 
torious might of our opponents had 
set forth. The more we studied.the 
spirit of the treaty the more we 
were convinced of the impossibility 
of carrying it out. The demands 
in this treaty go beyond. the 
strength of the German people. 

“In accordance with President 
Wilson’s fourteen points, no terri- 
tory ought to be severed from Ger- 
many without a plebiscite of all 
male and female subjects over 2} 
years of age voting secretly and no 
plebiscite taken until all troops 
are removed from the disputed ter- 
ritory, which should be placed un- 
der the authority of neutral sub- 
jects.” 

The note declares that people must 
not be transferred from one sover- 
eignty to another for the sake of 
timber and zinc, and offers to sup- 
ply Belgium with timber instead of 
giving up Eupen. It also repeats 
the offer previously made regarding 
the Sarre Valley and declares that 
the French mines will be complete- 
ly restored in ten years, while the 
entente plan concerning the Sarre 
valley will give a hundred times 
the French production. 

Rantzau Criticises Wilson. 

“The theme of President Wilson 
is very ticklish.” was a _ state- 
ment made by Count von Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau, chief of the Ger- 
man peace delegation at Ver- 
sailles, according to the correspond- 
ent of The Deutsche Zeitung, “for 
Mr. Wilson is the father of our 
surrender of arms. The German peo- 
ple counted on him and has volun- 
tarily made itself defenseless on his 
fourteen points. Our counter pro- 
posals were based on them.” 

The correspondent represents the 
eount as critical, if not unfriendly 
toward America. He quotes him as 
saying that “if the present terms 
are enforced the conclusion must be 
drawn that all declarations during 
the war, especially those of Presi- 
dent Wilson, were nothing less than 
a military ruse which deceived the 
German people and government.” 

Count von. Brockdorff-Rantzau, 
according to the correspondent, de- 
nies persistent stories as to differ- 
ences between members of the dele- 
gation and the cabinet or that the 
meeting at Spa had any significance 
being necessary because faulty wire 
connections prevented communica- 
tion between Versailles and Berlin.

GRAVES IN FRANCE 
FLOWER-BEDECKED. 

Paris, May 30.—Not a grave of any 
American who fell in the great war 
was overlooked in today’s observ- 
ance of Memorial day in France. 
Some of the services were held in 
the vicinity of the battle line along 
which the troops fought and sacri- 
ficed their lives—in the cemetery 
where they were laid to rest: Others 
took place near the hospital cen- 
ters further back where those whose 
wounds finally caused their death 
have been buried. 

The two most notable events of 
the dmy were at Suresnes, near 
Paris, and at Romagne, near the 
Argonne. President Wilson left the 
labors of the peace conference to 
go to the former place for an ad- 
dress in the American cemetery, 
while General Pershing went to 
Romagne, near the spot where the 
Americans suffered their heaviest 
losses in the fighting to speak at 
the exercises this afternoon. The 
2,500 soldier dead at Romagne were 
honored by the attendance of a bat- 
talion of infantry, a battery of ar- 
tillery and a regimental band, while 
similar detachments took part in the 
exercises at other large cemeteries. 

After paying tr:mute to the mem- 
ory of their fallen comrades, the 
members of the American expedi- 


tionary forees, from the Rhine to} 
the sea, spent the remainder of the 
day in taking part in and witness- 
ing athletic events of various kinds.

As part of the Memorial day ob- 
servance, Hugh C. Wallace, Ameri- 
can ambassador to France, went to 
the Picpus cemetery, in the out- 


skirts of Paris, this forenoon and 
placed a wreath on the tomb of La-

Marshal fFetain, 
the French army, gave 
French troops near the places where 
the American dead were buried, to 
pay tribute to their fallen comrades 
in arms from cverseas.

“T have invited French troops sta- 
tioned near American cemeteries to 
go and salute their brothers in 
arms, fallen for the safety of their 
land and the liberty of the world.

Baku, March 17, via London, April 


25.—(Correspondence of the Associ-

PLAN WATT MEMORIAL 
UN STEAM CENTENARY 


By John S&S. Steele, 

London, May 12. — (Special 
Correspondence.) — On August. 25 
next it will be 100 years 
since the death of James Watt, the 
inventor of the steam engine and 
the engineers of Birmingham, the 
city of his adoption, where he spent 
the last 40 years of his life and 
where most of his work was done, 
are preparing for -a great memoria! 
celebration at which it is hoped all 
the principal engineering societies 


of the allied world wi - 
vi ll be repre 
The chairman of the committee 
which has been formed to organize 
the celebration is William Mills, in- 
ventor of the Mills hand grenade, 


' which did so much to win the war 


for the allies. Mr. Mills has got 
together a committeé of engineers 
from all over England and invita- 
tions have been sent out to leading 
engineers and engineering societies 
in America, France, Italy and al? 
the other leading engineering coun- 
ries except those which have been 
fighting against us. Most of the 
English societies have accepted, the 
only dissent coming from Glasgow, 
where Watt worked for a while, and 
which thinks it ought to have the 
celebration, but it is expected tha 
this slight note of discord will he 
overcome and that all of Britain’« 
engineers will unite to doa honor 
to the man who made modern trans- 
port possible. 

As the 25th of August falls in a 
period whieh is almost universally 
observed as a holiday time in Bne- 
land it has been decided to hold the 
celebrations in the third week of 
September. These will consist of 
services in the parish chureh at 
Birmingham, whic» 
Watt attended, a garden party in 
the grounds of the house in which 
he lived, an exhibition of Watt rel- 
ics in the council chamber, Bir- 
mingham, a centenary dinner with 
addresses by famous engineers, and 
a series of excursions. Of course

Inauguration of the two-platoon 
system in the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment will be brought before the city 
fathers next Monday. The innova- 
tion has received the indorsement 
of the board of firemasters, who con- 
sidered it at the instance of mem- 
bers of the department at the last 
meeting, and it is also declared that 
Chief William B. Cody has given it 
his hearty approval. A letter from 
the Southern Underwriters’ bureau 
also approves the change. 

The two-platoon plan, which the 
firemen are asking for, provides 
for the division of the personnel of 
the department into a night force 
and a day force.
